THERPS HISTORY 
MHATIOirS ST AMTS 

An intereating part- of stoasp eoUset- 
ing is the history of tht stamps and the 
Muntries they represent. W^M Sti^en- 
s<m, writing in (^ums, ^ves the follow¬ 
ing review of Imperial Russia:-- 

The Ronumoff dynasty eoaunenced 
in the person of Michael Romanoff, who 
was crowned Tsar, February 21, 1613. 
He’S to 'be seen on'the TITkopees' stamp, 
and his son, Alexei Michaelovieh, who 
succeeded him, figures on the 29 lu>PMa- 
The youngest ehUd but one of this Tsar 
—there were fifteen altogether in the 
family—waa destined to become one. of 
the greatest figures in Ru s sia n history. 
It waa Peter the Great, whom we sm de¬ 
picted on the 1 and 4 kopec valnes. 

It waa the tircleM efforts of Peter I 
which raised Russia from a state of semi¬ 
barbarism to an important European 
power. In order to study shipbuilding, 
a tra^ hardly kno'wn in hu own country, 
this monarch disguised binmelf oa a sailor 
and worked in the dockyards of Europe, 
coming even to Gravesend in England. 
Peter was an extraordinary mixture of 
despotism and high ideals and it is be¬ 
lieved that he had his own son put to 
death by torture becauM he <^dnat share 
his father’s political views. 

Peter the Great’s daughter, Elixabeth, 
is the next monarch Aown, aha ap¬ 
pears on the SO kopecs stomp.. 

Tha next great Romanoff is Catherine 
'll, who waa such an important figure in 
European affairs during the latter half 
of the eighteenth century. She is shown 
on the 14 kopecs stamp. 

Ths. son of Catherine the Great, Tsar 
Paul, appears on the 35 kopecs value. 
For (he greater part of hia life he wm 
entirely edipsed by his much more bril¬ 
liant mother, and was only on the Rus¬ 
sian throne for five years, for he wm 
assassinated in 1801. TTm Tsm who ruled 
Russia during the last century are each 
shown. Alexander I on the 20 kopecs, 
NichoUs 1 on the 15 kopces, Alexander 
n on the 2 kopecs, Alexander IH on the 
3 kopecs, and finally, the late Tsar 
NichoUs n on the 7 and 10 kopecs and 
the highest value of the whole series, the 
5 ronUes. 

The high valnes of this serira are ex¬ 
tremely well produced, being line- 
engravings, end thcM stamps rank 
amongst the best productions in a stamp 
album art gallery.

Not so many years age, when a larg<( 
Indian Mttlement lived on what is now, 
known m the Industrial Reserve, on tho 
north side of the Inner Ehrbor, the mak¬ 
ing of canoes from round cedar logs wm 
a eomason art Now it is fMt passing 
into disregard, and but few of the skflled 
craftsmen remain who know how to hoU 
low out a log, and tuni it into a fishing 
craft 

In tboM days it wm a common sight 
to sec a cedar log drawn np from the- 
water and marked out for a canoe. First 
the bow and the stern, both pointed, 
would |m roughly shaped. Working srith 
a fist jueee ^ stone, and in some eases 
with a piece of iron hoop sharpened into 
a cutting edge, the carver would chip 
and chip away at the log until the canoe 
began to take shape. 

Swiftly the chips would fly from the 
exterior of the canoe, m the earver, like¬ 
ly an old man even in thow days, plied 
his task with on art handed down to him 
from generations of eanoe builders and 
totem carvers of a bygone day, Insi^ 
the carving went forward more slowly, 

M now there wm the question of thin- 
new to be considered. To be right the 
.h»Tq..the ligktjihspe,.and jio... 
more than necessary thiekneH at any 
point. 

Once the hudde and bhUde were kd[> ~ 
lowed to his Mtisfaction, the earver 
would lay aside his tools and stoke up a 
fire on the beach. Into tbm firc would 
go rounded stones, perhaps m large M 
two grown hands e^d eoiMortably hold, 
one stone at a time. 

'When the stones were red hot they; 
would be taken from the fire and plaoed 
inside the canoe, to char and burn to 
evennew that port of the hull that could 
not be reaehed by knife, and aloe to 
widen out tha iro^ so that the eanoo 
took on a round-bottomed appeoraaeq 
and shape. 

It took infinite pstienea and eacu tei 
hollow out these eaaoee, and a skilled 
earver wm a specialist at his work. It 
WM not everyone among the IndmiM who 
could do the work, and new there are 
few indeed who have oarried on tha 
trade. One old man, “Old Dick,” he WM 
known by the townspeople in thoM days, 
plied hia calling np to a few years ago, 
and many a canoe be isade, to sett to 
boys who thronged hia beach to watch 
him at work. 

“Old »iek” took a groat pridaiahiA 
work, and no amount of money ever 
eompcnMted him for the Iom of the thing 
his hands had made. And with his earv- 
ing, tha Indian would tell of this and 
that canoe that he had made, and of the 
fishing luck that followed for thoM who 
used the dngonts. Also he taught how) 
repairs should be made, and the best ar¬ 
rangement with Mimnn hooka, and ths| 
like. 

The eyes of the old earver would glow 
when he spoke of former days, and ha 
would thrill his audience with stories o( 
war eanoes, ten times m large m his little 
fishing canoes, and how they used to pfyi 
the waters of the Straits in the rtra old 
days when tribes settled their differenoas 
in an old-fashioned but downright style. 

To-day the Indian dngout has. beam 
supplanted by powesfal motor lannnhes, 
whose crews, no Icm adroit sad brave tor 
that reason, find a larger harvest wstk 
more modern methods. But “Old Diek” 
is missing in hsuhta that knew him osisa, 
and-many like him eannot now be fogond. 

A few years ago, when war canoes 
were wanted to convey His Exeelleney 
the Governor-General and his party np 
the harbor for an Indian ceremony, only 
three eonld be found within many miles 
of this city; and what was once a com¬ 
mon eight hM now become an exhibit in 
a muMum.
